School  medical  officers  and  nurses  use  every  opportunity  to  teach 
individual  pupils  on  health  matters. 

A course  on  hygiene,  housewifery  and  mothercraft  is  given 
every  term  by  the  assistant  superintendent  nursing  officer  at  the 
Sir  Harry  Smith  School,  Whittlesey.  By  arrangement  with  the 
headmaster  eight  sessions  of  about  half  an  hour  each  are  devoted 
to  short  talks,  films  and  demonstrations  for  senior  girls.  They  have 
proved  very  popular  and  it  is  hoped  other  schools  will  consider 
the  introduction  of  a similar  series  of  instruction  for  their  pupils.

Dr.  Backhouse  reports  as  follows: 

This  has  been  a year  of  change.  Dr.  J.  H.  Kodicek  resigned 
after  a prolonged  illness  and  apart  from  two  clinics  taken  by  her 
immediate  successor,  there  was  no  clinic  until  June  and  in  Novem- 
ber we  lost  the  valuable  services  of  Mrs.  Grugeon,  our  orthoptist. 

Previously  all  operations  were  performed  by  Miss  Perrers  Taylor 
at  Newmarket.  Since  my  arrival  cases  have  been  referred  to  Adden- 
brooke’s.  With  the  present  day  practice  of  operating  on  squints, 
as  soon  as  possible  if  glasses  fail  to  control  the  squint,  several 
more  cases  have  been  put  on  the  waiting  list  for  operation  but  the 
numbers  are  not  likely  to  be  so  large  next  year.

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Audiometry 

Some  children  suffer  from  a slight  deafness  sufficient  to  cause 
educational  backwardness  and  in  order  to  discover  these  children 
early  in  their  school  life  every  pupil  has  his  hearing  tested  audio- 
metrically  at  the  time  of  his  first  medical  examination  in  school. 
In  1959  routine  audiometry  sweep  tests  were  carried  out  on  505 
boys  and  595  girls  and.  of  these,  51  boys  and  48  girls  (8.5??%)  were 
found  to  require  further  investigation.  In  addition  pupils  referred 
by  headteachers,  school  nurses  and  at  the  parent’s  request  were 
examined. 

A failure  in  the  ‘sweep’  test  is  registered  if  there  is  a hearing 
loss  of  more  than  20  decibels  for  a sound  at  any  frequency  between 
250  and  4000  cycles  per  second.  Those  children  who  fail  are 
retested  and,  if  still  found  to  be  defective  and  requiring  treatment, 
are  referred  to  their  general  practitioner,  or  through  him  to  the  local 
ear,  nose  and  throat  surgeon. 


Child  Guidance  Clinic 

Under  the  auspices  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board,  a child 
guidance  clinic  is  held  every  week  at  the  county  clinic  in  March 
under  the  direction  of  the  consultant  child  psychiatrist,  Dr.  R.  E. 
Glennie.

School  Dental  Service 

Mr.  G.  R.  Smith,  the  principal  school  dental  officer  has  submitted 
the  following  report: — 

Administration 

The  general  character  of  the  dental  inspection  and  treatment 
scheme  has  remained  unaltered  during  the  year.  At  no  time  during 
1959  were  the  services  of  a full  staff  available. 

Dental  Inspections 

These  were  carried  out  on  school  premises  during  school  hours, 
and  8,219  school  children  were  inspected  during  lb  half-day 
sessions. 
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Dental  Treatment 

Of  the  3,219  school  chidren  inspected,  2,543  (seventy-eight  per 
cent.)  were  found  to  require  treatment,  and  of  this  number  1,922 
(seventy-six  per  cent.)  received  treatment  from  the  school  dental 
officer.

Pre-School  Children 

Lack  of  staff  has  again  postponed  the  implementation  of  the 
provisions  cf  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  with  regard 
to  the  development  of  a maternity  and  child  welfare  dental  scheme, 
to  wffiich  these  children  properly  belong.  However,  we  have  con- 
tinued the  same  policy  as  last  year.  All  children  under  five,  on 
whose  behalf  application  was  made,  were  inspected  and  treated. 


General  Remarks 

Efforts  to  recruit  more  staff  once  again  ended  in  dismal  failure. 
A salary  award  was  made  earlier  in  the  year,  but  it  was  obviously 
not  made  to  attract  recruits  or  bolster  up  the  already  depleted 
ranks.  I suggested  in  my  last  report  that  the  service  needed  to  be 
reorganised.  In  fact  nothing  has  been  done  and  the  drift  from  the 
service  continues. 

Since  the  publication  of  the  British  Dental  Association’s  Memor- 
andum on  the  Dental  Health  of  Children,  more  notice  has  been 
taken  of  dental  health.  Programmes  of  a dental  nature  have  been 
given  on  sound  and  television.  It  would  seem  probable  that  these 
programmes,  while  pointing  out  what  can  be  done  to  make  for 
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dental  fitness,  have  drawn  attention  to  the  appalling  state  of  the 
children’s  teeth.  Let  us  hope  that  some  action  will  now  be  taken 
to  provide  a complete  dental  service  for  the  children. 

During  the  early  part  of  the  year  I visited  the  schools  at  which 
sweets,  biscuits,  etc.,  were  sold  at  breaks.  The  talks  with  the  head 
teachers  proved  to  be  illuminating.  In  most  cases  it  seemed  that 
confections  were  sold  in  order  that  the  proceeds  could  be  used  to 
purchase  projectors  or  other  school  equipment.  Is  it  not  possible 
for  these  things  to  be  supplied  by  the  local  authority  and  thus 
perhaps  make  it  unnecessary  for  tuckshops  to  operate? 

A comparison  with  the  previous  year’s  report  shows  that  the 
number  of  extractions  of  permanent  teeth  increased,  while  that  of 
temporary  teeth  fell.  A larger  number  of  teeth  were  conserved. 
It  is  sad  to  record  again,  however,  another  increase  in  the  number 
of  dentures  supplied 

In  concluding  this  report  on  the  school  dental  service,  I should 
like  to  express  thanks  to  all  members  of  the  health  department  for 
their  valuable  help.  I am  also  grateful  for  the  co-operation  of  the 
head  teachers  and  parents.

In  addition  two  maladjusted  boys  were  admitted  to  the  board- 
ing hostels  at  Norwich  and  Cromer.  One  deaf  child  was  re-examin- 
ed at  the  East  Anglian  Schools  Gorleston-on-Sea,  and  found  to  be 
partially  deaf  and  suitable  for  transfer  to  a school  catering  specific- 
ally for  that  category.  She  was  transferred  to  the  Brighton  School 
for  the  Partially  Deaf. 

The  Manor  Special  School  for  the  educationally  sub-normal  had 
a full  complement  of  pupils,  22  being  resident  and  28  attending 
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daily.  During  the  year  10  boys  and  5 girls  were  admitted  and 
7 boys  and  7 girls  left.  Of  the  leavers  3 boys  were  admitted  to 
Littleton  House  School  at  Girton,  near  Cambridge,  and  3 girls  to 
Orton  Hall  School  at  Orton  Longueville,  near  Peterborough,  in 
order  to  continue  their  special  educational  treatment.  The  remain- 
der returned  to  the  secondary  schools.  It  is  the  practice  to  examine 
pupils  two  terms  before  they  are  due  to  leave  the  Manor  School  on 
attaining  the  age  of  thirteen  years  in  order  that,  when  necessary, 
application  can  be  made  for  their  admission  to  other  special  schools 
in  good  time. 

The  majority  of  the  handicapped  pupils  resident  at  special 
schools  outside  the  Isle  of  Ely  were  visited  in  their  homes  during 
the  school  holidays  in  order  to  give  parents  an  opportunity  of  dis- 
cussing with  the  school  medical  officer  their  child’s  welfare  and 
progress  generally.  These  visits  were  welcomed  by  the  parents. 

Ascertainment  of  handicapped  pupils. 

The  time  required  to  be  spent  by  school  medical  officers  in 
examining  pupils  with  a view  to  ascertainment  is  very  considerable, 
especially  with  regard  to  the  intelligence  testing  of  the  educational- 
ly sub-normal.  The  appointment  of  an  educational  psychologist, 
who  would  carry  out  the  intelligence  tests,  would  save  much  of  the 
medical  officers’  time  and  would  allow  them  to  be  better  employed 
in  acting  in  their  essential  capacities  as  doctors.  This  will  become 
particularly  important  if  difficulty  is  experienced  in  filling  the 
vacancy  for  a school  medical  officer  on  my  staff. 


Tuberculosis 

The  mass  radiography  unit  visited  Littleport  and  March  during 
the  year.  No  children,  however,  were  included  in  the  survey  at 
either  place.  50  members  of  the  teaching  staff  and  25  domestic  staff 
at  March  availed  themselves  of  the  opportunity  of  examination. 

396  examinations  of  school  children  were  carried  out  at  chest 
clinics  at  Wisbech,  Doddington  and  Peterborough  by  the  chest 
physican  during  1959.  Of  this  number  70  were  new  cases,  the 
remainder  being  re-examinations. 

329  X-ray  examinations  of  school  children  were  carried  out  at 
the  chest  clinics  and  of  these  66  were  new  cases,  the  remainder 
being  re-examinations  of  old  cases. 

8 cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified  as  occurring  among  school 
children  during  1959,  7 pulmonary  and  1 non-pulmonary.  During 
the  year  one  child  was  admitted  to  Kelling  Children’s  Hospital  for 
treatment. 
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BCG  vaccination 

BCG  vaccination  against  tuberculosis  is  offered  to  all  thirteen- 
ycar-old  children  who  need  it.  After  obtaining  parental  consent 
a preliminary  skin  test,  using  the  Hcaf  gun  multiple  puncture 
technique,  is  carried  out  by  injecting  a small  quantity  of  tuberculin 
into  the  skin  of  the  forearm.  A red  raised  area  develops  within  a 
week  in  some  children  who  are  then  advised  to  undergo  a routine 
chest  X-ray.  Where  no  such  reaction  occurs  the  child  receives 
BCG  vaccination,  usually  into  the  skin  of  the  left  arm.  After  two 
weeks  a papule  forms  which  progresses  during  the  subsequent 
four  to  six  weeks  and  finally  heals  leaving  a tiny  scar.  473  children 
were  vaccinated  in  this  way.

Parents  are  fully  appreciative  of  the  scope  of  the  services  and 
the  high  acceptance  for  all  types  of  treatment  offered  is  evidence 
of  their  co-operation. 

The  local  inspectors  of  the  N.S.P.C.C.  have  at  all  times 
responded  promptly  to  requests  for  assistance  in  dealing  with 
problem  families  and  the  school  attendance  officers  link  up  with 
this  department  in  all  investigations  concerning  prolonged  absences 
of  pupils  due  to  health  reasons.
